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Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  Year  1920. 

BIRTHS. 

407  Births  were  registered  (209  Boys  and  198  Girls),  so  that 
there  is  no  very  great  preponderance  of  boys  ; the  difference  being 
only  11.  During  1919  the  number  of  births  was  261  (Boys  135| 
Girls  126).  The  Birth  Rate  for  1920  is  35  44  and  for  1919  it  was 
22’69,  a difference  in  favour  of  1920  of  12  75.  This  is  very 
satisfactory  and  more  like  our  pre-war  figures. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  population  of  the 
District  for  Births  and  Deaths  is  11,484. 

DEATHS. 

131  Deaths  occurred.  Five  of  these  were  due  to  violence 
apart  from  suicide.  Tubercular  diseases  were  responsible  for  9 
deaths,  and  Malignant  disease  (Cancer)  caused  8 deaths.  No 
deaths  were  attributed  to  Influenza,  which  caused  13  deaths 
during  1919.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

« 

23  Deaths  occured  in  children  under  one  year  of  age,  making 
a rate  per  1,000  births  of  56'51. 

This  is  a very  welcome  drop  in  the  infantile  death  rate.  The 
number  of  deaths  in  infants  during  1919  was  45  and  the  infantile 
death  rate  172  4.  I trust  the  rate  for  1921  will  be  as  satisfactory 
if  not  more  so.

TUBERCULOSIS. 


The  district  stands  well  as  regards  freedom  from  Phthisis. 
The  number  of  cases  notified  was  16.  Phthisis  caused  7 deaths, 
making  a death  rate  per  1,000  per  annum  of  '61.  The  Tuberculosis 
Dispensary,  Chesterfield,  serves  for  patients  from  this  district, 
and  almost  every  case  attends  there  for  consultation  and  treat- 
ment, and  admission  to  Sanatorium  at  Walton  if  thought  suitable. 

VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

Special  treatment  is  provided  at  the  Venereal  Clinic, 
Chesterfield.  Morning  and  afternoon  sessions  have  been  arranged 
on  two  days  per  week. 
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SMALLPOX. 

Nil. 

SCARLATINA. 

42  cases  were  notified.  No  deaths.  The  cases  occurred  in 
all  portions  of  the  parish.  29  cases  were  removed  to  hospital 
and  immediate  disinfection  of  infected  premises  carried  out. 

In  the  present  overcrowded  conditions  of  most  houses  it  is 
quite  impossible  to  even  attempt  isolation  a,t  home. 

The  type  of  this  disease  is  certainly  getting  milder,  and 
although  84  cases  were  reported  during  1919  and  1920,  not  a 
single  death  was  attributable  to  this  disease. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

22  cases  reported.  No  special  remarks  are  called  for.  There 
were  no  deaths  from  this  disease. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

2 cases  were  reported,  one  of  which  ended  fatally.  Both 
cases  were  removed  to  hospital. 

MEMBRANOUS  CROUP  & DIPHTHERIA. 

88  cases  were  reported  and  71  were  removed  to  hospital. 
Diphtheria  caused  6 deaths.  Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  provided 
free  by  the  Council. 

Cases  were  reported  every  month  in  the  year.  I would  urge 
once  more  that  prompt  steps  should  be  taken  to  convert  all 
existing  privy-middens  into  water  closets.  Unless  such  work  is 
undertaken,  I do  not  think  we  can  hope  for  much  diminution  in 
the  number  of  cases  in  future. 

Search  was  made  for  Carriers  in  several  of  the  Schools  and 
many  such  wei'e  found.  These  children  were  excluded  until  the 
throat  swabs  were  negative. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

2 cases  occurred,  one  of  which  ended  fatally. 

MALARIA. 

5 cases  reported,  all  in  discharged  soldiers. 
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OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

One  case  reported.  No  permanent  damage  to  the  eyesight 
resulted. 

ACUTE  ANTERIOR  POLIOMYELITIS. 

No  cases  reported. 

ENCEPHALITIS  LETHARGICA. 

One  case  was  reported.  The  case  did  not  end  fatally,  but 
left  permanent  defects,  i.e.  : Confused  intellect  and  difficulty  in 
locomotion.  Bacteriological  examinations  of  urine,  blood  and 
faeces  were  made,  but  nothing  definite  was  discovered. 

This  case  wa^for  some  time  treated  as  an  in-pa+ient  at  the 
Royal  Hospital,  Sheffield,  under  the  care  of  Dr.  Arthur  J.  Hall. 

SCABIES 

Several  cases  came  under  my  notice,  but  they  were  not 
nearly  as  numerous  as  during  1919.

During  the  year,  119  infected  rooms  were  disinfected  All 
the  rooms  were  fumigated  by  Formaldehyde. 

250  householders  were  supplied  with  disinfectant  from  the 
Health  Department. 
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GENERAL  REPORT. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  public  supply  is  derived  from  the  works  of  the  Railway 
Company  in  carrying  the  railway  through  the  water  shed  dividing 
the  Doe  Lea  from  the  river  Poulter. 

The  supply  belonging  to  the  Bolsover  Water  Works  Co.,  is 
constant,  satisfactory  in  quality  and  being  very  hard  there  is 
practically  no  risk  of  plumbo-solvent  action.  No  case  of  lead 
poisoning  was  reported  during  the  year. 

1411  houses  have  now  the  public  supply  laid  on  as  follows  :

Ten  samples  of  private  drinking  waters  were  collected  and 
submitted  to  the  County  Analyst  during  the  year,  and  all  were 
found  to  be  of  unsatisfactory  quality. 

SCHOOLS. 

There  are  7 schools  within  the  District.  The  public  water 
supply  is  laid  on  to  the  schools.  Visits  have  been  paid  by  your 
Sanitary  Inspector  to  all  the  schools,  and  sanitary  defects  found 
have  had  attention.  The  Derbyshire  County  Council  control  the 
medical  inspection. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

Almost  the  whole  of  the  milk  produced  in  the  District  is  sold 
within  it.  A quantity  of  milk  is  also  brought  into  the  District 
from  outlying  areas.  28  persons  are  registered  under  the  Orders 
as  milksellers.  No  cows  were  condemned  for  Tuberculosis- 
There  has  been  no  definite  evidence  of  any  disease  being 
attributable  to  the  supply  or  distribution  of  milk  during  the  year. 

SALE  OF  FOOD  & DRUGS  ACTS.

There  has  been  an  absence  of  pollution  during  the  year. 

AIR  POLLUTION. 

During  the  year  the  District  has  been  free  of  nuisances 
arising  through  the  pollution  of  the  air  by  smoke  or  other 
noxious  vapours. 

SCAVENGING. 

The  important  work  of  house  refuse  collection  and  disposal 
has  been  efficiently  carried  out  during  the  year. 

In  the  collection  of  the  refuse,  a large  saving  of  time  and  a 
betterment  of  the  public  health  would  result  from  the  transition 
of  privies  into  water  closets  and  the  substitution  of  ashpits  by 
properly  covered  dust-bins. 

The  present  system  of  disposing  of  refuse  is  in  need  of 
improvement.  Strict  attention  has  been  paid  during  the  year  to 
tips  to  prevent,  as  far  as  possible,  nuisances  arising,  but  the 
method  of  tipping  is  one  that  raises  many  objeetions. 

The  question  of  refuse  disposal  was  ably  dealt  with  in  a 
recent  special  report  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Cleansing 
Superintendent.

Prevalent  in  the  district,  caused  by  shortage  of  houses, 
necessitating  more  than  one  family  per  house.  The  carrying  out 
of  the  Housing  Scheme  will  remove  this  trouble. 

FITNESS  OF  HOUSES. 

Many  houses  in  Old  Bolsover  very  much  below  standard. 
Standard  of  houses  in  district  generally  good. 

SANITARY  INSPECTION. 

812  inspections  were  made  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector  during 
the  year.  298  nuisances  were  found,  283  of  these  being  abated 
and  the  remaining  nuisances  being  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

105  Informal  and  8 Statutory  Notices  were  served  for  the 
removal  of  nuisances. 

No  legal  proceedings  were  instituted. 

Numerous  inspections  and  works  carried  out  in  respect  of 
Slaughterhouses,  Offensive  Trades,  Cowsheds,  Food  Inspection, 
Factories  and  Workshops,  and  many  other  matters  that  have 
received  attention  in  the  Health  Department  are  dealt  with  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  in  his  report.

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SURVEYOR’S  REPORT  FOR  1920. 


HIGHWAYS. 

29  125  Miles  of  Road  are  maintained  by  the  Highways 
Department. 

During  the  year  the  Roads  have  been  severely  taxed  by  the 
extra  amount  of  heavy  traffic  passing  over  them  ; especially 
Clowne  Road,  Chesterfield  Road,  and  Shuttlewood  Road,  by  the 
introduction  of  a Motor  Bus  Service. 

Difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  obtaining  suitable 
materials  for  the  repair  and  upkeep  of  roads,  and  to  meet  this 
the  Council  have  had  a test  piece  comprising  100  tons  of  Limestone 
obtained  from  Bolsover  Moor  Quarry  laid  on  the  Hillstown  Road 
(with  a view  to  further  utilization  if  satisfactory)  adjacent  to  a 
length  of  road  constructed  of  Matlock  Limestone.  The  test  has 
proved  quite  satisfactory.  No  doubt  the  Council  will  now  give 
the  question  of  working  a quarry  under  their  own  supervision, 
further  consideration,  in  view  of  the  success  already  attained,  and 
the  excessive  cost  of  suitable  road  materials. 

PRESERVATION  OF  HIGHWAYS. 

Approximately  4 miles  of  Roads  have  been  tar-painted  during 
the  year.  This  adds  considerably  to  their  life,  whilst  largely 
reducing  the  dust  nuisance  at  the  same  time. 

Road  siding  and  opening  outlets  on  the  road  side  wastes, 
have  been  carried  out  continuously  during  the  year. 

STREET  SCAVENGING. 

The  whole  of  the  Roads  in  Bolsover,  Carr  Vale,  Shuttlewood, 
Stanfree,  and  Whaley  Village,  have  been  swept  weekly. 

All  street  gulleys  have  been  cleansed  and  disinfected  at 
frequent  intervals. 
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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS 

The  Sewage  in  the  District  is  treated  at  the  following

Sewage  is  treated  at  the  first  four  Outfall  Works  on  the 
following  system  ; — After  a preliminary  screening,  the  sewage 
enters  detritus  tanks.  On  leaving  detritus  tanks  the  sewage  then 
enters  septic  tanks,  and  thence  by  gravitation  flows  into  automatic 
sprinklers,  which  distribute  the  sewage  evenly  over  clinker  filter 
beds.  At  each  of  these  works  storm  beds  are  provided  which 
are  underdrained. 

WHALEY  QOMMON  OUTFALL  WORKS. 

During  the  year  the  above  works  have  been  completed.  The 
works  were  constructed  by  direct  labour  in  accordance  with 
design  of  Messrs.  The  Septic  Tank  Co.,  Ltd.,  Westminster,  whose 
constructural  specialities  were  used  throughout.

Notices  have  been  served  on  owners  to  provide  sufficient 
drainage  for  properties  comprising  33  houses  in  the  district. 
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Works  have  been  carried  out  to  the  drainage  of  tliese  houses  to 
make  same  sufficient  for  the  effectual  drainage  thereof.  In  the 
carrying  out  of  these  works,  3 Cesspools  have  been  dispensed 
with. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCE. 

The  Public  Convenience  has  been  regularly  cleansed  and 
disinfected  daily. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

10  samples  of  private  drinking  waters  were  submitted  for 
analysis  during  the  year,  and  all  were  condemned  by  the  Analyst. 

The  public  water  supply  has  been  laid  on  to  3 houses  in 
substitution  of  improper  private  supplies  during  the  year.  Public 
supply  has  also  been  laid  on  to  1 new  dwelling  house. 

Notices  have  been  served  on  owners  to  provide  a sufficient 
water  supply  for  properties  comprising  6 houses  in  the  district. 
Works  have  been  carried  to  make  the  supply  sufficient  for  such 
houses. 

All  the  taps  of  dwelling  houses  situate  in  the  Stanfree  Area 
of  the  district  have  been  re-washed,  as  required,  to  prevent 
waste  of  water.
